The board had 
already placed on the lists for the first 
posting the names of a number of 
persons who had registered since that 
time, and these will now be stricken 
off.

and will be posted on Saturday.

HENRY W, RANKIN 


Mr. Henry W. Rankin, for many 


years singing master at the Naval 
Training Station, and well, known 
throughout the city, died at the Na- 
val Hospital on Saturday after a long 
period of illness. 
He had been in 


failing health for several years and 
had been under treatment at tho Hos- 
pital for about seven months, during 
which time he had failed steadily. 


Mr. Rankin was born in Taunton, 


Mass, .on January 2, 1859, Ibut had 
spent a large part of his life in New- 
port. 
Ho was engaged in business 


as a photographer in Taunton, and 
subsequently carried on the same bus- 
iness in Providence and Newport. His 
recreation was music, and after a 
time he devoted all his attention to 
that. 
He took part in many ama- 


teur productions in Newport in his 
earlier days, and his services were in 
great demand. 


In 1900 he was appointed singing 


master at the Training Station, a po- 
sition for which he was admirably 
adapted. 
He developed, the 'musical 


I ability of the boys under training 
there and was very proud of the re- 
sults he obtained. Duing the war his 
pupils naturally increased in number 
until at one time he had a chorus of 
13,500 voices, led y a band of 125 
pieces. This he regarded as the crown- 
ing achievement of his career. 


He is survived by two daughters,

tol in 1842, and after receiving a 
thorough education, was engaged in 
teaching school for a time, having 
taught in both Middletown and Ports- 
mouth. 
Ho studied civil engineer- 


ing and built the railroad between 
Tauntoi{ and jAttlcboro. 
Later he 


contracted for the first stone wall 
about the Torpedo Station, and was 
engaged in other government work 
in Virginia. 


In 1881 Mr. Barney went West and 


engaged in mining, residing in Cali- 
fornia for some thirty years, where 
he developed a number of mines. He 
later returned to Japiestown, where 
he bought an attractive home and had 
since resided. 


He IB survived by a widow, who 


was Mies Laura B. Peckham of Mid- 
dletown. Mr. Barney was raised a 
Mason in St. Albans Lodge of Bris- 
tol He was knighted in Washington 
Commandery in 1870, and was also 
a member of Newport Chapter. 


Funeral services were held at :his

Thursday, and the remains .were 
taken to Middlelown for interment in 
the cemetery at the Four Corners.

The question was on the appointment

The sale and expected departure 


from this port of the steamer War- 
wick, one of the largest two of the ex- 
cursion craft that have spread the 
fame of Narragansett Bay by giving 
Jay outings to a vast number of the 
peop'e of southern New England .in 
past years, calls to mind and creates 
a re(,Tet for the passing of the old 
favel conditions 


The Warwick, as the Day Star, ran 


regularly from .Providence for over 
thirty years, beginning in 1873, to 
Rocky Point and Newport. 
Then, re- 


incarnated and enlarged, as tho War- 
wick, she was in service nearly twenty 
years longer, That the boat was often 
loaded to its lawful limit—two thous- 
and passengers in former years and 
eighteen hundred latterly, many of 
the number being children—and that 
accidents when she was in the passen- 
ger service were unknown, testifies to 
the reliability of the vessel, master 
and officers. 
The boat has, indeed, 


had its bad luck—as the Day Star she 
was burned and as the Warwick she 
sank, but those mishaps happened at 
her wharf when no passengers were 
on board.

SOME COLD AND MANY FIRES 


Fires all over the country have 


been very numerous this winter and 
they have caused great loss to prop- 
erty. The most disastrous fire finan- 
cially of thc winter was the burning 
of the Armour Packing Plant at 
Omaha last week, causing a loss of 
$2,500,000. 
In Chicago the fire de- 


partment was called out one hundred 
times in one day to answer to fires in 
that city. The burning of the fren- 
zied ward of the Manhattan State 
hospital on Ward's Island in the East 


j River, N. Y., Monday morning was 
;the most disastrous fire yet rccord- 
'ed this winter. Twenty-five persons 
jlost their lives in this fire, three at- 
Itcndants and twenty-two patients. 
Previous to the fire a terrific blast 
was set oft" by the dredgers in Hell 
Gate which rocked the .buildings of 
the hospital and set the 6338 inmates 
cowering and wailing with a sense of 
impending doom. It is claimed that 
the blast, which caused a break in the 
insulation of the electric wires, in the 
attic of the hospital, was the bauje; 


of the fire. The ward of thc hospital 
that was burned was occupied by the 
violently insane.

or three times, which was a light job. 
Street car travel has gone on as us- 
ual, both in the city and on the Isl- 
and.

Present System, Which Is Considered 


Almctt Perfect, la Result ot Sys.

The first Orehose was invented In 


1672, and consisted nf ;i nurrow strip 
of leather with the edges riveted to- 
gether so as to form H tiihc.

Ilubber hose wus first produced In

:he world. 
One startling revelation

—are concerned we must become self- 
sufficient or go without. 


Forests of Siberia. 


Siberia has great forested areas, yet 


f all the^ Siberian timber were at the 
undisputed call of the United States 
the Quantity available for annual ex- 
port would hardly amount to one- 
fourth of our demands. 
Further, a 


great part of the forests of Slberia'lle 
within the lnterior,of the continent and 
never will be available. 


The struggle for the world's supply 


of soft woods will become more and 
more . intense, and those nations will 
fare best that prudently use their suit- 
able waste lands for growing coniferous 
woods. This study shatters the dream 
of those who rely on Importing the tlm- I 
her we need when our own Is gone. 


"The situation la not hopeful when 


we tnrn to our own forests. There has 
been a marked and fairly steady" de- 
cline In oar national output of lumber 
from about 40,000,000,000 board feet In 
MOO to less thnn 84,000,000,000 board 
feet In 1020. This downward trend, 
which seems unlikely to turn per- 
manently upward again at any time 
that cnn now he foreseen, has taken 
place in spite of a large Increase In 
population, with Its Increasing demand 
for housing, furniture and wood Ir 
many other forms. 


Drop In Consumption. 


'The decline In the production of 


lumber and the increase In population 
hare resulted In a striking drop in the 
per capita consumption of lumber— 
from over 600 board feet per person In 
1906 to about 320 board feet in 1920 
This decline in the consumption of 
wood unquestionably means a decline 
In the standards of IMng. Of this de- 
clining standard the shortage of bous-

corollary of high prices, has followed

New Orleans.—The breaking up of 


one of the largest estates of the old 
South li about to he made complete 
with the acquisition by the state of 
Louisiana ot the, celebrated Acklaad 
plantations, which are to be taken un- 
der the right of expropriation for state 
uses in connection with the convict 
farms. While the breaking up of the 
large estates In Great Britain Is a 
subject of frequent comment, the di- 
vision of tlie largest estates of the 
South has received little notice. 


The Ackland plantations were part 


of a great estate which for many 
years had remained In one family 
Prior to the Civil war Col. J.' A. S 
Ackland, the father of William Hayes 
Ackland of Washington, was the own- 
er of seven plantations In one body on 
the Mississippi river. 


.The plantations surround the Lake 


of the Cross, where the explorer La 
Salie and his priests planted the cross 
on (he discovery of Louisiana. lie- 
sides his plantations Colonel Ackland 
was the owner of many thousands of 
acres on Malagorda bay, Texas; a 
town house In the city of Nashville, 
and the largest .stock farm in the 
South six miles from Gallatln, Tean. 


In a-ldltlon to these properties he 


began to build In 1855 two miles from 
Nashville what he Intended should be 
the most palatial private residence In 
America, with a ballroom, picture gal- 
lery and seven conservatories, and 
which bore the name Belmont after 
the place of Portia at Padna 
For 


many years Belmont was a show place 
and even was known in Europe, It 
li tald to have suggested the descrip- 
tion of the home of 8t Elmo In that 
once popular novel. 


After the death of Oolonel and Mra 


Ackland, Belmont passed out of the 
handa of,the family.

Source of Alcohol. 


I.ondon.-The Nlppa palm, which 


grows over extensive areas In British 
North Borneo, can be used as s 
source ot sugar and alcohol, according 
to a report submitted by experts after 
an extensive Investigation. They es- 
timate that 2,800 pounds of sagar and 
200 gallons of alcohol can be obtained 
from an acre of swamp land planted 
with the palm. 


The palm grows commonly In the 


estnarlea of rivers throughout the 
Eastern tropics and la exploited par- 
ticularly in the Philippine Islands. The 
sugary Juice Is obtained by removing 
the flowering shoot, and by repeatedly 
cutting the end of the stalk the Bow 
can be maintained for iw0 or ,hrce 
months, each stalk yielding from nine 
to ten gallons. Sugar can be extracted 
to the extent of about 15 per cent. The 
Juice can then be fermented for the 
production of alcohol

Large or Small, Early or Late 


Varieties Require Almost 


Daily Attention, 


Almost any garden wonld be incom- 


plete without tomatoes. Xter« »re*-arl- 
eties sufficient to satisfy ilmost any 
taste as to season and slit. There tre 
varieties .that luve been known to 
weigh as much as five poundi to tht 
ilngle tomato. OUier« of the plam type 
are as small as the small plum«. 


Colors are of several tints, Including 


deep and light red, flesh and yellow 


The majority of small, smooth toma- 


toes belong to 'the family that affords 
the earliest fruit. The Ponderosa and 
the famous, though not so well known 
lieefsteak are larger, wrlnkller and! 
later. The lieefsteak takes its name' 
from the round steak because It Is' 
solid In the center, and the few seeds ' 
In the fruit ore to be found at the 
outer edges In small seed cells. 


A difficulty frequently encountered 


In growing tomatoes Is that during cer- 
tain seasons uf the year the blossoms 
fall off rather than set fruit From ob- 
servations this Is due to unfavorable 
weather conditions. 


While we cannot overcome the diffi- 


culty entirely, at Uie sime time It can 
be remedied to a limited extent by 
means of the following factors: 


First, setting out of stocky cold- 


frame plants, preferably of earlv varie- 
ties. 


Second, proper selection of place. 
.Third, select a fertile soil or manure
